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£1M FOR MARKS GATE 




£1 MILLION will be ploughed 
into the Marks Gate area of 
Barking and Dagenham. 

Thrilled council chiefs were 
told this week by the Big Lottery 
Fund that the money would be 
available to spend over the next 
decade. 

The funding is part of an ini¬ 
tiative called Big Local, which 
aims to give people a key role in 
deciding how to improve their 
areas and tackle problems where 
they live. 

Barking and Dagenham was 
one of 50 areas nationwide to 
get the cash under the second 
phase of the lottery programme. 

The funding was targeted at 
urban and rural communities 
across the country that have 
been overlooked for funding in 
the past, particularly from The 
Big Lottery Fund. 

Council chiefs said local 
groups, charities, local business¬ 
es and residents will decide how 
to spend the £1 million funding 
over the next 10 years. 

Cabinet Member for Crime, 
Justice and Communities, 
Jeanne Alexander, said the fund¬ 
ing could be used for anything 
that would improve the area, 
from training and employment 
schemes, to tackling anti-social 
behaviour, creating new commu¬ 
nity facilities or providing more 
activities for young people. 

She said: “This level of invest¬ 
ment in a community can make 
such a difference, and is fantas¬ 
tic news for Barking and 
Dagenham. I hope that the 
Mark’s Gate community take 
full advantage of this and get 
involved in a variety of ways.” 

Alison Rowe, Big Lottery 
Fund Head of London region, 
said the funding scheme is going 
to put residents in Chadwell 
Heath at the heart of decision 
making and give them a real say 
in how to improve their local 
area. 

The council will announce 
how to get involved on having 
your say on how you want the 
money spent in the next few 
weeks.

Councillor Rocky Gill, cabinet member 
for finance, said the news means 
Barking and Dagenham continues to 
have one of the lowest council tax in 
Greater London.

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HISTORIC Valence House in 
Dagenham has been awarded the 
quality assured visitor attraction 
accreditation by Visit England. 

Valence House is the only sur¬ 
viving manor house in 
Dagenham. 

It dates back to medieval times 
and is still partially surrounded 
by a moat. 

The house got its award thanks 
to its impressive new visitor cen¬ 
tre, which holds the archives and 
local studies collection. 

The centre provides a remark¬ 
able look at the story of Barking 
and Dagenham and its people 
throughout the ages. 

There are archaeological finds 
from the stone Age, iron age and 
the Roman period. 


The centre shows how the 
riverside industries have 
evolved, and village life when 
the area was once just pastures 
and meadows. 

Staff at the centre can help vis¬ 
itors trace their family tree. 

Most of Valence House is tim¬ 
ber framed, the frames filled in 
with lath and plaster work. 

Two rooms have wooden pan¬ 
elling dating from the late 16th 
Century. 

After the First World War the 
Valence estate was compulsorily 
purchased by the London County 
Council for their Becontree 
Estate. 

Fortunately the house was not 
demolished as happened to many 
local farmhouses. 


When Dagenham Urban 
District Council was formed in 
1926 it purchased Valence House 
from the LCC for use as offices. 

The building was extended to 
the west to provide space for a 
council chamber on the upper 
floor. 

A public library, council works 
depot and swimming pool were 
built near Valence House, and its 
grounds became a public park. 

Valence House remained the 
council headquarters until the 
opening of the Civic Centre in 
1937. 

The house then became the 
headquarters of Dagenham pub¬ 
lic libraries. 

Part of it was then used as a 
local history museum. 


The Facts 

THE HOUSE was named after Agnes 
de Valence, who in 1291, retired to 
Dagenham following the death of her 
third husband. 

She was related to the Royal Family, 
her grandmother being Isabella of 
Angouleme, wife of King John. 

Agnes lived at the original house until 
her death in 1309. This house was 
demolished and another house (the 
existing one) built on the same site 
shortly after her death. 

Local roads, a public park, school, 
library and museum all still bear the 
Valence name. 

The 1662 Hearth Tax reveals 
Valence House had 15 hearths.

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EASTBURY Manor House has a rich and varied 
history. 

Within its four walls, centuries ago, Guy 
Fawkes and his men thrashed out a plan to bring 
the British establishment to its knees - the 
Gunpowder Plot. 

Volunteers and historians at the house in 
Eastbury Square, Barking, made the discovery 
after finding out Eastbury was owned by Ann e 
Steward, widow of Clement Sysley, its original 
builder. 

Anne Steward did not live at Eastbury but rent¬ 
ed it to John Moore, an Alderman of London. 

An inventory of goods belonging to John 
Moore at his death in 1603 shows his Spanish 
Catholic widow Maria, her daughter Maria Perez 
and son-in-law Lewis Tresham were living at 
Eastbury at the time. 

Lewis was the brother of Francis Tresham and 
cousin of Robert Catesby, both among the gun¬ 
powder plotters. 

On November 9 1605, just days after Guy 
Fawkes was arrested in the Parliament cellars, 
investigations linked him to Barking. 

State papers revealed a boat was hired out to 
Fawkes, who was using the alias Johnson, in 
which he and others had travelled in disguise

from Barking to and from the French port of 
Gravelines. 

Fawkes had made arrangements to make this 
route his getaway if the plot had succeeded. 

The historians also discovered that after being 
the country house of gentry families for the ear¬ 
lier part of its history, by the 18th and 19th 
Centuries Eastbury (sometimes known as 
Eastbury Hall) was inhabited by a succession of 
tenants such as yeoman farmers, butchers and 
graziers. 

They fattened cattle on the rich marshland pas¬ 
ture before selling them in the London markets. 

The house gradually fell into decay. One of its 
two octagonal stair turrets was pulled down in the 
early 19th Century, and one room was even used 
as a stable. 

It was in danger of complete demolition until 
1918 when it was bought by the National Trust. 

Eastbury once enjoyed an isolated position on 
raised ground with uninterrupted views of the 
Thames across the marshland. 

The property, built during the reign of 
Elizabeth I, unusually - sits among an enormous 
housing estate built in the 1940s to accommodate 
residents families bombed out of London during 
the Second World War.

■ Eastbury House was still a 
farmhouse in 1913, but plans 
were made to develop it as the 
eentrepieee of a new garden 
suburb. 

■ A year later, at the outbreak of 
the First World War, these plans 
were shelved and the house req¬ 
uisitioned by the military and 
used as a faetory to produoe 
observation balloons for the front 
line. 

■ After the First World War, 


Eastbury House was used as the 
headquarters of the Barking 
braneh of the United Ex- 
Servieemen’s Club. 

■ In May 1925 more than 100 
loeal ex-Servieemen, ineluding 
loeal Vietoria Cross winner Job 
Drain VC, lined up on parade 
outside Eastbury to greet King 
George V and Queen Mary, who 
stopped outside in their open ear 
for a few moments on their way 
from opening the power station 


at Creekmouth. 

■ During the Seeond World War, 
Eastbury was used as a post for 
air raid preeaution (ARP) war¬ 
dens, and sustained slight bomb 
damage in 1944. 

■ The house was fully restored in 
1964, and used as headquarters 
of Barking Arts Couneil. 

■ In May 2002, Queen Elizabeth 
II visited Eastbury Manor House 
as part of her Golden Jubilee 
Year eelebrations.

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There are now just a few weeks to go before most homes in Greater

For anyone who has Freeview services* or an old analogue TV there are 
two important stages to remember:

How will switchover happen? 

Switchover will happen in two stages. If you currently receive your TV 
signal through an aerial, in either analogue or digital format (e.g. 
Freeview, Top Up TV, BT Vision), then you'll need to make a note of the 
information below. Televisions connected to a cable or satellite service are 
not affected. 

Stage one - 4 April 2012: 

In the early hours, analogue BBC Two will be switched off and replaced 
with a new digital signal. Local 'relay' TV transmitters will also start to 
broadcast the BBC's other digital channels for the first time. 

Readers switching to digital for the first time via Freeview, Top Up TV 
or BT Vision will now be able to set up their equipment. 

Homes already watching these services should retune 
their digital boxes or IDTVs. 

Stage two - 18 April 2012: 

All remaining analogue channels will be 
switched off and replaced with additional 
digital services. Everyone watching Freeview, 

Top Up TV or BT Vision will need to retune 
their equipment again to receive all 
available channels. 

On both dates, these changes will 
happen overnight. For most viewers, 
services will be restored by the 
morning. Households receiving their 
TV signal from local relay transmitters 
will receive new digital services later in 
the day and should tune in for the first 
time or retune from this point.

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Common questions 



Where can I get face-to-face advice on switchover? 
Digital UK has been working closely with charities to 
organise local advice points during switchover. These 
will be staffed by trained volunteers and are open to 
everyone. There are also Digital UK roadshows in the 
region. To find out where your local advice point or 
roadshow will be, visit digitaluk.co.uk/londonevents or 
call 08456 50 50 50. 

What about my video recorder? 

After switchover, video and analogue DVD recorders will 
still play back and record, but you won’t be able to record 
one channel while you watch another. If you want to 
continue doing this after switchover, the simplest way is 
to get a digital TV recorder. These also allow you to 
record a whole series at the touch of a button, and pause 
and rewind live TV. 

Will I need a new aerial to receive Freeview, 
and can I use a set-top aerial? 

Your current analogue reception is the 
best indicator: if you receive a 
good analogue signal from 
your existing aerial 
now, you will 
probably 


receive a good picture after switchover (as long as you 
have converted your equipment in order to receive 
digital). However, if you get a very snowy picture now, it 
is likely that you will get a poor digital TV picture. 

At least 50 per cent of set-top aerials should work after 
switchover, but using a rooftop aerial is more reliable. 
Most rooftop aerials will work fine after switchover, 
though a small proportion of aerials are likely to need 
replacing to receive Freeview. Viewers served by the 
Hemel Hempstead and Reigate transmitters will need a 
wideband aerial to be sure of receiving all available 
channels. 

Digital UK recommends that you wait until after 
switchover to see if your aerial needs replacing in order 
to avoid having unnecessary work carried out. 

Where can I find a good aerial installer? 

Look for a Registered Digital Installer (RDI) with the 
‘digital tick’ logo. Go to rdi-lb.tv or call Digital UK on 0845 
650 50 50 for more information. If you can’t find an RDI 
locally, look for someone with Associate RDI or CAI Plus 
status - or ask your local electrical retailer. 

What channels will I get? 

Which channels you receive will depend on which 
transmitter you receive your signal from. Viewers served 
by a local ‘relay’ transmitter will receive around 15 
Freeview channels for the first time. These will include 
BBC One, BBC Two, ITV1, Channel 4 and Channel 
5, plus all the other channels from the BBC 
(those funded by the licence fee) and some 
other services from the public-service 
broadcasters. 

Viewers served by a larger ‘main’ transmitter 
will receive these channels as well as some 
extra services from commercial broadcasters. 
These extra channels are also available via 
satellite. You can check which Freeview 
channels are available in your area by using 
the postcode checker at digitaluk.co.uk, or by 
calling 08456 50 50 50. This also gives you 
information about satellite and cable options 
in your area. 



Getting digital television 


If you only receive five or fewer analogue channels 
through an aerial on any of your sets, you’ll need 
to think about converting them for switchover - 
otherwise you risk being faced with a blank screen 
once analogue signals are switched off. 


There are three main ways to 
switch to digital TV: 

• Convert your existing 
analogue TV using a digital 
box (e.g. Freeview, Top Up TV 
or BT Vision). 

• Have a digital TV service, 
such as satellite, cable or 
broadband TV, installed for 
you. Providers include Sky, 
freesat, Virgin Media and 
Tiscali TV. 

• Buy a new TV with digital 
(Freeview or freesat) built in. 

Remember, almost 

everyone will be able to 


watch Freeview after 
switchover - even homes 
currently out of coverage. 
You can check the options for 
going digital in your area, 
and what channels will be 
available through your aerial, 
using the postcode checker at 
digitaluk.co.uk. Extra 

channels are available 
through other digital TV 
services, such as satellite or 
cable. 

Virtually any TV set, 
including black and white 
ones and those without Scart 
sockets, can be converted 
using a digital box.

The Switchover Help Scheme helps 'those most in need to switch to digital television' 

The Switchover Help Scheme 


Thousands of people in the London TV region have 
already taken up help from the Switchover Help 
Scheme. Run by the BBC under an agreement with 
the Government, it’s an official scheme which makes 
switchover easy for older and disabled people by 
giving practical help to switch one TV in their home. 

People are eligible for the Help Scheme if they are: 

■ aged 75 years or over; 

■ eligible for attendance or constant attendance 
allowance, or mobility supplement, or disability 
living allowance; 

■ registered blind or partially sighted; 

■ or have been living in a care home for six months 
or more. 

If you’re eligible, you will be offered equipment that’s 
easy to use, delivery or installation and a 
demonstration of how to use it, together with a choice 
of options. We will also check your aerial and upgrade 
it where we can, if it’s needed. There is a freephone 
number to call for help while you get used to things. 

Most people will be asked to pay £40 towards the 
standard offer of help. For eligible people on income- 


related benefits, it’s free. Eligible people can also 
choose from a range of other Help Scheme options, 
sometimes at a higher cost. 

If you know an older or disabled person who might 
still need help to switch to digital TV, you could lend a 
helping hand and give them the message about the 
Switchover Help Scheme. Even if they 
have digital TV already, they can 
get help to switch another TV set 
in their home. 

All you need to do 
to get the help is 
respond to the 
information pack 
which has been 
sent to every 
eligible person’s 
home. But you 
must respond to 
get the help. The 
Help Scheme will 
close for 
applications in 
the London 
TV region on 
18 May 2012.

Viewers watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT 
Vision will need to a full retune their 
equipment at both stages of switchover in 
order to continue receiving services. 
Retuning is also required from time to time 
to access new channels as they become 
available. 

To do a full retune your Freeview, Top Up TV or 
BT Vision equipment, follow these steps (these 
instructions are a guide only - each product 
works slightly differently). 

1. Switch on your digital box or digital television 

2. Press 'menu' on the remote control 

3. Select 'set up' or 'installation' option 

4. Select 'first time installation' option 
(sometimes called 'factory reset', 'full retune' or 
'default settings') 

5. Press "OK" if your equipment asks if you want 
to delete all your channels - don't worry this is 
normal. 

6. Channels will be automatically installed. This 
may take a few minutes, and your equipment 
may shut down and restart 

After a retune, if you are not receiving your 
preferred regional service, you are likely to find 
your preferred services further down the channel 
list. If you want to make your preferred services 
easier to find, you can either use the 'favourites' 
list or 'channel settings'. See your instruction 
manual for more details. 

If you find you are missing some channels or 
your equipment has stopped working, visit 
digitaluk.co.uk/retuning for more information. If 
you can't fix it yourself, you may need to call out 
an installer (see 'Common questions').

Athletics 


WOODFORD Green athletes focused on 
The McCain City Challenge at Lee Valley 
where there were victories for Tara Bird 
and Richard Alleyne representing Lon¬ 
don North. 

Bird stepped down to 400m and was a 
comfortable winner by almost 1.5 sec¬ 
onds in a season’s best of 54.92 seconds. 

Also winning over 60m hurdles was 
Alleyne, who recorded 7.95 seconds. 

In the women’s equivalent, Sarah Clax- 
ton was below her best as she placed 
fourth in a close race with 8.46 seconds. 

In the women’s 1500m, Jess Sparke 
enjoyed a rare indoor outing and placed 
second with 4m 19.80 seconds while in 
the men’s race, Alex Cornwell was fifth 
with 3m55.01 secs. Over 1500m and 
stepping in at short notice, Kathrine Foy 
placed sixth in the women’s race with 
5m03.52 secs and later contributed a 
400m leg in the medley relay. 

Elsewhere, Joseph Dewar showed fur¬ 
ther improvements in the Windsor Open 
over both 60m and the long jump. 

The 16-year-old set another personal 
best of 6.93 seconds over 60m, going 
back to the top of this season’s UK rank¬ 
ings and moves him into 17th on the UK’s 
all-time lists. 

Dewar was unable to compete in his 


planned second race over 60m, because 
he was busy long-jumping. 

Here too he made significant progress 
as he leaped to a personal best of 7.17m - 
also taking him back to the top of this 
year’s UK rankings, and to 20th on the 
UK all-time lists for his age group. 

However, the mark is believed to be the 
best ever indoors by a UK Under-17 ath¬ 
lete. 

Also at Eton, Dan Davis ran twice over 
60m hurdles including a season’s best of 
8.09 secs, and also ran twice over 60m 
flat recording 7.17 secs on each occasion. 

Outdoors at Loughborough, UKA held 
a trials meeting to guide selection for the 
Winter European Throws Competition. 

Mark Dry was in great early season 
form, setting a personal best and WGEL 
club record of 73.36m, not far away from 
the Olympic Games ‘B’ standard of 
74.00m, and a mark which moves him to 
12th on the UK all-time list. 

In Melbourne, Australia, two Woodford 
athletes who already have the Olympic 
‘A’ standard were in action. 

In the triple jump. Commonwealth 
champion Tosin Oke placed second after 
a consistent series which saw his best 
jump at 16.85m, and his best legal mark 
at 16.82m. 

Youcef Abdi won the 3000m steeple¬ 
chase with 8m35.29secs.
